PUBLIC HEARING-COURT HOUSE 
February 23, 1967 


Chairman called the meeting to order after a 
slight delay while we waited for the Dover Dele- 
gation. Roll was taken-present were: Dawson, Can- 
ney, Drew, Berry, Clark,.Cochrane, Crouch, Tirr-— 
eli; sHabel, Chasse, Corfin, Boire, “Leighton, 
Murphy, Colbath, McQuade, Parigian and Maglaras. 


Ex-Committee Chairman Clark stated that Ex-Com- 
mittee was on record as supporting the Commis- 
sioners in their attempts to set up a new account- 
ing system. However, no appropriationis in the 

budget for it. Mrs. Hartigan said we could possi- 
bly get away with no expense because she had 

already made arrangements to borrow the new sys- 
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tem (double-entry) from another county that had 
just adopted it. 


Colbath explained that the increase in the River- 
side Rest Home budget was essentially salary 
increases. The nurses in particular would be 
paid in line with those at Dover and Frisbie 
Hospitals. 


Donald Chick asked if this budget became effec- 
tive April 1st to which he received an affir- 
mative. 


Commissioner Courteau explained that the jail 
now had 95 guards (as recommended by Parker Han- 
cock) instead of 6 for security reasons. He 
stated that the average number of prisioners was 
28, although at the present time there were only 
Lif 


Rep. Cochrane asked the average cost/prisioner. 
Courteau answered there was no way of knowing, 
because the budget of the jail had never been 
kept separately from the rest of the farm. 

Mr. Chick said that at no previous public hear- 
ing had such a detailed budget been given. 


Carl Meader questioned the item "change over of 
boiler" having installed the present system at 
the farm. Vic Hamel said Mr. Morin fromthe Public 
Service Co. had said there should be no such 
changes, actually. This figure (908) represents 
merely the cost of spare parts. 


Mr. Colbath asked Mr. Cutterto have a breakdown 
budget in hands of Executive-Committee before 
voting on this budget. 


Rep. McQuade asked if Chairman Courteau would 
estimate how many bills are left over from 1966. 
Courteau answered there were only a very few- 
those that had come insince January ist, 1967. 
Mc%uade also asked the Commissioner if he con-

DELEGATION-COUNTY FARM — 2:00 
March 6, 1967 


Purpose of this meeting was final adoption of bud- 
get by the whole delegation. We were invited for 
lunch, after which some members toured laundry, 
jail, and cellar to observe improvements made in 
last few months. 


Also present at this meeting were Holmes, Cheney, 
Cutter, and Cormier. We started with top and 
went down through in order: 

Items 1-7 were unanimously accepted by Dele- 
gation. Mrs. Holmes on Item 8 asked that $450 
be put back into her budget for new typewriter. 
Mrs. Hartigan moved that the money be approp- 
riated. However, it came under item #14 (capital 
improvements) -at court house). Registrar of 
Probate asked for $200 to be put back into her 
budget. Because of costs of initial outlays. 
Mrs. Hartigan so moved. Both motions unanimous-— 
ly adopted. 


Items 10-11 unanimously adopted. 

Item 12 (Riverside Rest Home) increased $1500 to 
provide for fees to set up double-entry book- 
keeping system. Mrs. Hartigan said this would 
cover auditor's fees-system we could borrow 
from another county (Merrimack). 


Item 13 was increased $3000. Commissioner Court- 


eau said after checking this would roughly be 
cost of a new generator for farm. 
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Item 15 asopted unanimously. 

Item 16 reduced $650 (actually done to keep it 
balanced against items 9 and 14). Delegation 
fully realized that old age assistance could 
easily go over this figure. 


Items 17-37 were all unanimously adopted. 

Upon the adoption of a resolution introduced by 
Clark and Maglaras item 38 was added to the budget 
carrying an appropriation of $12,000. The res- 
olution called for payment of architectural fees 
for plans of a 40 bed unit approved in March 
1966. Voting against the motion were Canney, Har 
tigan and Balomenos. 


All members of Delegation were present except 
Brennan and St. Pierre. Mrs, Winkley asked that 
this Executive Committee keep the entire delega- 
tion informed as to any changes made or decis- 
ions reached in affairs at court house, county 
farm or the budget. She stated that inthe past 
this has not been done and delegation members are 
frequently at a loss to answer questions by con- 
stitiuents. 


Balomenos aBked that budget be footnoted to re- 
quire that county commissioners obtain written 
authority :from convention before transferring 
any funds. 

Maglaras moved adoption of budget as amended in 
totality. Unanimously adopted.

FIRST QUARTERLY-COURT HOUSE-7:30 p.m.

Executive session to review the budget for the 
first quarter. Items 1-4 and 6 under salaries 
were in line with 4 of total appropriation hav- 
ing been expended. a 


Item 5 (medical referee) iS under expended as he 
has not as yet submitted a bill. 


Most items are in line with the theory of 4 of 
appropriations being expended in 4% of calender. 
However, there are certain variations.These are 
due to several reasons such as: 

(a) initial expense at beginning of term for 

supplies 

(b) less welfare patients in warmer months 

(c) no term of court until fall 

(d) payment of notes 


Habel moved adoption of {ly budget, seconded by 
Maglaras-unanimously accepted. 

Commissioners said bids had been put out twice 
on toilets $8595 and $8166 and also laundry 
$5377.50 and $4125. This did not include install- 
ation. The bid would be up of course from last 
year. Also it would be $1300 for sewer pipe to 
run it down and across and stop sand from getting 
in the lagoon. One mechanie said the generator 
will work with new wiring. Suggested that total 
of $2981.50 be taken from contingency fund (sew- 
er-jail toilets) which will probably be unused 
item. However, Coffin moved that the $2981.50 
be taken from balance of appropriated generator 
repair funds, 2nd by Maglaras-unanimously. 
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Report read from bookkeeper-Commissioner Hart- 
igan explained why this will probably cost over 
the 31500 appropriated in budget. (No previous 
system at the farm) asked that this bookkeeper 
be allowed to go to classes that Hilton (Rock- 
ingham County) would hold. Comm. Courteau said 
Hunt had available system but would require some- 
one to organize. Comm. Dumont suggested that with 
the $500 left in budget from last year, an ac- 
countant be hired. 


Letter received from Hersey on 40-bed addition- 
wishes contract to be signed as the previous 
delegation has already eiven an approval. Ex- 
Committee agreed we should go ahead with plans 
and to seek Federal Money. Of the six firms inter- 
viewed Hersey would meet specifications of Bill- 
Burton Act. Preliminary plans must be had be- 
fore applying for Federal and State Plans. Hersey 
had already made some necessary changes for ac- 
ceptance by Concord Officals. Final plans are 
judged by 2 criteria-need and time (must be ready 
to go when money is available. 


The plan is to use preliminary planning grants. 
The item never showed in budget because the Com- 
missioners expected to get forms which actually 
were not received until 2 days after public hear- 
ing. Thus only way to get money it seems would 
be at a budget review by ammendment at time of 
passage. There was a public hearing and also del- 
egation meeting in July 1966 at which time it 
was voted to go ahead and build 40 beds. 


Mrs. Hartigan said she would not sign any papers 

which called for an additiontothe original old 

structure. Also she claimed she was being threat- 
ened by a writ of mandamous as expressed by chair- 
man of Executive Committee-that she as a Commis- 
Sioner was required to sign because of vote of 

previous delegation. 


Mrs. Rubins explained that § years ago delegation

3. Notices: Other counties when changing from 
one fee schedule to another sent out notices 
to their clients. It was decided to have 
2500 cards printed citing the law and list- 
ing fee schedules. Also since some docu- 
ments are too large for convenient handling 
and storage, the Register was left to deter- 
mine a reasonable size, etc. for documents. 
This information was to be included on the 
card, also cost of printing out the county 
office budget. 


4. Petty Cash: Thirty dollars is now carried 
in drawer. County will continue this. 


5. Notice: of fee change to be published in 
local newspaper. 


The present salaries of help inoffice are $85/wk 
for the full time girl. One is aiso working 35 
the time at the rate of $12/day. This will keep 
set expenses for this office. 


It was decided further that anestimated revenue 
for 1968 of $25,000 would be reasonable since 
there is really notheing to base estimates on.

BUILDING COMMITTEE MEETING 
December 7, 1967 


The building committee met to hear a preliminary 
report of the building sub-committee. Present 
were: Mr. Corriveau, Miss Berry, Mrs. Bernard, 
Mr. Leighton, Mr. Rolfe, Mr. Maglaras, Mr. Col- 

bath, and Mrs. Clark. 


The sub-committee unanimously recommended that 
the new wing to the Riverside Rest Home be built 
out of the county monies without waiting for 
federal funds. The reasonforthis decision are 
as follows: 

1. The earliest funds available would now be 
available in 1969. These funds would only 
be available if the congress voted them and 
with the general congressional mood of cut- 
ting back on domestic expenditures this cer- 
tainly does not seem likely. 


2. Since 1965 when this building was first con- 
sidered building costs have gone up 10 to 
15%. It is estimated by the building trades 
that costs will rise 10% more in 1968. 


3. For any federal building contractors talk 
on an additional charge of about 6% to cover 
extra inspections, changes in government 
regulation, etc. 
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4. Assuming just a cost increase of 5% in 1969 
will mean that since this project was first 
considered costs will be up about 30% - 
this is the amount of federal funds which 
would be available under the Hill-Burton Act.

Some of the federal requirements for Hill- 
Burton funds are unnecessary at the present 
at Riverside. For instance, a new dining area 
would be required that was more centrally 
located so patients could get to mass more 
readily. We do not need this as the new wing 
would be for bed-patients only these people 
are unable to use a dining room. Another re- 
quirement would be arecreation room. Again 
in this wing patients would not be able to 
use such a facility. 


6. Last year at this time our preliminary plans 
were approved -we were supposedtobe able 
to proceed with those plans. This year new 
requirements are being added so that our 
plans are unacceptable without substantial 
revision and additional costs of perhaps 
$50,000. 


Because of these reasons the subcommittee con- 
cluded that it would quite likely be as cheap 
as or cheaper to build on our own. 


Mr. Maglaras moved that the recommendation of 
the subcommittee be accepted and adopted as the 
recommendation of the whole building committee. 
A voice vote was taken and all members present 
were in favor. 


Although the delegation inreality has the auth- 
ority to go ahead with this project without further 
public hearings, it was thought best to have an- 
other public hearing as there was so much mis- 
understanding last spring over the architects 
fees being added to the budget without another 
public hearing.

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PRE-PUBLIC HEARING ON ADDITION TO COUNTY HOME 
County Home - 7:30 — December 28, 1967 


Present were: Corriveau, Parnagian, Colbath, Mag- 
laras, Clark, Vickery, Winkley, Tirrell, Coch- 
rane, and Leighton. 


Mr. Billings: "Responsible for licensing of all 
(in state) homes. Thus must make checks. Also res- 
ponsible for disbursement of Federal Funds for 

health facilitites-long term care homes. These 

inspections must be made before one can receive 
medicare (federal) or medicaid (state). 


This year he has a minimum of $200,000 and may- 
be as much as $253,000. Although may be a later 
cut mext session. 


Ten years ago a survey was made of county facil- 
ities, by the State Department of Health. Two 
recommendations were made: 
(1) Plans be made for replacement of existing 
structure. 
(2) Immediate plans be made for 40 bed unit 
attached to this one. 
"Nothing has changed in 10 years" 


Actually need an 80 bedunit and would advise us 
(county) to build as much as it can afford at 
this time. 


Specifications: Several cases of standards both 
Federal and State. All are very similar. I (Mr. 
Billings) must see that we meet standards, either 
for adequate care orto meet laws, must see that 
central facility is built looking aheadto future 
building. Want to see best care for least money. 
There is at least one more year of Hill-Burton 
Act -which is completely free. At present there 
are two applicants:.(a) Strafford Counry (b) 
Havenwood would think each project could receive 
$1,000 which would seal securement of funds. Then 
next year each would receive $99,000. Also the

present structure might become eligible for mod- 
ernizing funds like Frisbie. Senator Hill (Ala. 
bama) has a bill in Congress to extend Hill-Bur- 
ton. 


If we proceed we would get at least $100,000 with 
a possibility of up to 1/3 of cost, of course still 
is much red tape-because of cost of Viet Nam 
War. But delay interms of weeks or months not years 
-urge us to go ahead on basis of receiving Fed- 
eral Funds. There may be some things which state 
would require that private funds wouldn't but 
there are also county regulations such as wage 
rates. 


Cleared up confusion of availability of funds. 
Previously building committee had understood 1969. 
Actually this is fiscal 1969 which begins July 
1, 1968. 


Don Adams: (Architect) asked how present plans 

would have to be changed-present kitchen and dining 
facilities would not be adequate which would have 
to be incorporated along with 2 more exits. 


Billings: (Dining Facilities) (1) cannot assume 
that all people in new wing will be bed-ridden 
(2) room does not have to be solely for dining. 
Also maybe our present plan storage rooms could 
become living space. 


Clark: questioned if we label space, dining-re- 
creation facility, would we pass requirements? 

Answer: Yes-—but would need tables and chairs—no 

kitchen equipment. 


Clark: questioned if we have to actually issue 
bonds? Answer: No-only make authorization. But 
this is not done until actual bids are in. 


Corriveau: questioned -had been led to believe 


as a member of building committee that funds 
would not be available to 1969. In view of rising 
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costs didn't seem practical. Answer: if calendar 
1969 true-but mean fiscal 1969 which is July 1, 
1968. 


Clark: questioned-thus we could expect $1,000 
before July 1968? Answer -yes $1,000 in 1968 
funds expecting other $99,000 after July 1968 
$1,000 available now but frozentemporarily. Can 
pretty much say his committee will go for us. 


Courteau: What is actual procedure after public 
hearing? Answer: Delegation bond hearings only 
specific thing to be done. Facts will be re- 
quired from time to time. 


Adams: estimates 4 weeks to complete drawings- 
would hope contracts signed and out to bids by 
June 1, 1967. 


Corriveau: questioned-is public hearing still 
needed January 3, 1968? Colbath: answered-ap 
pears no-because we have no bond figures. 


Billings: County could still change minds about 
accepting Federal Funds.

Expenditures are very 
carefully kept and a good inventory control is

The Home, 
Laundry, and Barn, were completely painted and 
many repairs made whenever necessary. The Jail 
was completely renovated, such as twenty-four 
new toilets, new isolation cell installed, new 
showers, new system for visitors! room, anda 
complete paint job. A program to modernize the 
laundry was initiated in 1967, and will be com- 
pleted in 1968. The Farm has had a big gain in 
1967 in the herd and the milk production. The 
Nursing Department is working with great ef- 
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ficiency and the elderly are in excellent hands. 
An 80-bed addition to our present home is now 
in the process of being finalized, andwill be- 
come a reality. 


Our sincere appreciation is extended to the 
Strafford County Officials, andall County per- 
sonnel, as without their cooperation, this could 
not have been a successful year.

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The agent serves in an advisory capacity on 
the Farm and Home Loan Administration Board 
which makes loans to farm people; and assists 
the Selective Service System by giving advice 
pertaining to agricultural problems, and by 
making draft deferment "yardsticks." He also 
serwes as executive secretary for the Strafford 
County RAD Committee; and is a member of the 
Strafford County Farm Committee, working close- 
ly with the farm foreman. 


During the growing season, the agent reports 
local weather and crop conditions to the New 
England Office of the Agracultural Statis- 
tician. During this period he alsohelps farmers 
with insect control problems, including safe 
use of pesticides. Assistance is also given the 
Department of Interior inthe control of pred- 
atory animals and rodents. 


More and more help is being constantly re- 
quested by urban people for lawns, home gardens, 
ornamentals, and household pests. 


The information given above outlines the a- 
gent's main duties. However, a detailed annual 
report is available for examination at the Ex- 
tension Service Office. 


The governing board for the Extension Service 
is the Advisory Council, which is made up of 
thirteen members. Each line at work; namely, 
agriculture, forestry, home economics, and 4-H 
has three members onthe council, with the last 
member being appointed by the representatives 
of the County Delegation. Meetings are held at 
least four times ayear, with the finance com- 
mittee of five members meeting each month for 
the disbursement of funds.

AGRICULTURAL AGENT'S DUTIES 


In carrying out the educational program for 
1967, the agricultural agent: 


- « - made 384 visits to farmers, home owners, 
and others 

- received 193 office callers 

- completed 1020 telephone calls 

- prepared 48 news articles 

- distributed 4572 publications 

- held 112 educational meetings attended 
by 2430 


The agricultural agent is designated manager 
of the Extension Service Office. In addition, 
he is responsible forthe agricultural program 
in dairy, poultry, forage crops, fruits, vege- 
tables, agricultural engineering, farm manage- 
ment, and marketing. He is also involved in 
Community Resource Development, working with 
cities and towns. 


By legislation, the agricultural agent works 
with governmental agencies. He aids the Soil 
Conservation Service with information on crops 
and fertilizers, and serves as secretary of the 
Soil Conservation District. The agent is anex- 
office member of the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion Conservation Service County Committee. Re- 
commendations and approvals are made on seed- 
ing, ,fertilizing, and liming practices, based on 
test results. 
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HOME ECONOMISTS' REPORT 


The year 1967 has been an exceedingly busy 
one for the thirty-four organized Home Econ- 
omics Extension groups in Strafford County. 
They carried out. programs in Home Management, 
Foods and Nutrition, Child Development and Hu- 
man Relations, Clothing, Home Furnishings, Pttb- 
lic Affairs, Health and Safety, Cultural Re- 
source Development, Emergency Preparedness, 
Citizenship, International Relations, many 
other areas. 


The largest number of organized Extension 
groups are located inthe three cities -- Dover, 
Rochester, and Somersworth -- with others 
scattered throughout the towns of Milton, Farm- 
ington, Strafford, Barrington, Madbury, Rol- 
linsford, and Lee. 


One hundred sixty-one trained loaders were 
invaluable in helping to teach 294 classes, 
reaching 4012. Professional home economists 
and other University of New Hampshire spec- 
ialists held 128 meetings covering a wide 
variety of subjects. 


The latest nesearch and consumer information 
was given homemakers through 230 news articles 
and the monthly newsletter, which is mailedto 
more than 1400 women who requested it. A total 
of 18,435 bulletins were distributed; there 
were 3914 home visits and office and telephone 
calls to aid individuals. In addition 549 con-= 
sultations were held to aid agencies and organ- 
izations. More than 2500 citizens not belong- 
ing to organized Extension groups participated 
in Extension Service programs. 


One of the most beneficial Home Economics Ex- 
tension programs this year was MASS FEEDING, 
instructed by the Extension Home Economist in 
Foods and Nutrition and the Extension Civil 
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Defense Coordinator of the University ot New 
Hampshire. Homemakers and leaders were trained 
to assume responsibility for feeding large 
numbers of people incase of disaster. Leaders 
prepared and served a typical menu on short 
notice with special emphasis given to food care 
and sanitation practices, as well as economy. 
Information was given that will apply to quan - 
tity food preparation in any situation. In ad- 
dition to Extension members, representatives 
were present fromchurch groups, Granges, Pyth- 
ian Sisters, and the Red Cross. 


Mr. Robert Evans, Extension coordinator of 
Rural Civil Defense, also presented ten programs 
on Family Emergencies and Family Health during 
1967, ineluding the very popular Medical Self- 
Help Course. 


With the continued increase in juvenile del- 
inquenfy, it was decided by the specialist in 
Human Relations and Child Development that 
Child Development should be stressed and three 
series of meetings were sponsored by Extension 
groups at Barrington, East Rochester, and Somers- 
worth with excellent results. All meetings were 
open to the public. 


Considerable work was done this year with 
senior citizens. Meetings were held in housing 
developments for the elderly and programs were 
presented for several Golden Age groups. Among 
the presentations were COOKING FOR ONE OR TWO 
and a lesson on retirement homes. 


Much time was also spent advising the Home- 
making Skills Program, through which under- 
privileged families are taught to improve their 
Surroundings, their diet, and their entire 
manner of living. Stme of these people received 
help from our important lesson on MRS. HOME- 
MAKER, EXECUTIVE SECRETARY AND TREASURER, taught 
by trained leaders again this year. It is de- 
Signed to assist them with their family fin- 
ances and other business problems. 
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A successful training school on Furniture Re- 
finishing was presented by the Home Economist 
in Related Arts at the University of New Hamp- 
shire. 


Women were taught not only how to refinish 
furniture, but also to determine which articles 
to restore, how to recognize simple designs, 
durable construction, usefulness, and whether 
restoration would be worthwhile. Néw materials 
and processes were also discussed. Twenty-five 
leaders took this excellent instruction during 
the six-meeting series. 


The Home Management Specialist conducted a 
remodeling workshops -- THE-DO-IT-YOURSELF - 
CLINIC -- at which 86 people learned to in- 
stall studwalls and frames for doors and win- 
dows, apply dry wails and pre-finished ply- 
wood, paint and wallpaper. Further instruc- 
tion has been requestedinthe installation of 
counter tops, floor and ceiling tile, and plumb- 
ing: 


One of the greatest Highlights of the year was 
our Christmas Training School--Christmas_in 
Many Lands. Each Extension group selected a 
country to represent then prepared an exhibit 
using foods, decorations, and gift suggestions 
from that country. Countries represented were: 
Canada, Australia, Norway, Mexico, Brazil, Fin- 
land, Switzerland, Russia, Holland, France, 
Czecheslovakia, England, and the United States. 
Some of the ladies even appeared in native cos- 
tumes. As one reporter put it, "The work of 
these adult groups was not only factual, but 
also imaginative." About 500 people attended 
this further step in our PEOPLE-TO-PEOPLE program. 


Continuing our cultural development segment, 
both JOURNEY INTO ART and ADVENTURES IN ART 
were presented throughout the year by our sec- 
retary, Muriel Nehring. Twenty-two Extension 
groups, three non-Extension groups, and one 
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4-H club enjoyed these programs. A third pre- 
sentation--THE LIVELY WORLD OF ART--1is now be- 
ing prepared for 1968, by request. 


The Home Economist and leaders have cooper- 
ated in community service programs, including 
Operation Head Start, Conservation Needs in 
Strafford County, and Beautification. Youth 
organizations have been given assistance on num- 
erous occasions, as have the Couty Rest Home 
and local Federal Housing Authorities.

Dedicated, energetic adults, interested in 
helping our young people mature into useful 
citizens, are Largely responsible for the out- 
standing accomplishments of our 4-H members 
this year. 


Youngsters who are kept busy and interested 
in constructive things have no time to get into 
trouble; but they must have adult assistance and 
leadership. 


This year 346 leaders and junior leaders de-~ 
cided to constructively fight the spread of 
juvenile delinquency by teaching 4-H projects 
to 8461 young people in ten towns and cities 
throughout the couty. Their efforts enabled us 
to have the largest enrollment of any county in 
New Hampshire. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE YEAR 


1. Our 4-H Panorama attracted more than 6000 
people at the Somersworth Armory inApril.

What seems to be one of the most popular 
and interesting projects yet was the form- 
ing of the FLY-HIGH CLUB. This has more 
than 300 high school students from all 
over the county already enrolled. Classes 
are due to begin January 22. 


Another newly organized program which 
promises to be exceedingly worthwhile is 
the BIOLOGY SEMINAR SERIES, developed for 
Dover High School through the University 
of New Hampshire andthe Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. 


Also being introduced is the new 4-H Rad- 
iation Seed Program for elementary school 
children in the county. We hope to work 
with 5000 youngsters through this pro- 
ject, which will give our boys and girls 
a new concept inthe field of plant growth, 
radiation, as well as a new science vo- 
cabulary. 


During 1967 agents held 43,589 consulta- 
tions to aid individuals; distributed 
52,686 publications to the public; sent 
out 124 circular letters to 46,481 persons; 
and released 189 news stories. 


At the close of the year, we have 396 
boys and girls enrolled in agricultural 
projects; 901 inhome economics projects; 
and 9009 in projects other than agri- 
culture or home economics. This is a dup- 
lication of various projects for members- 
-many taking ten subjects, others taking 
only one. 


This proves without a doubt that 4-H is 
definitely an urban program. 
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We have enjoyed working in Strafford County, 
and look forward to aneven greater accomplish- 
ment in 1968.

COUNTY FORESTER'S REPORT 


The County Forestry Program is an adult ed- 
ucational program aimed at helping private wood- 
land owners in Strafford County solve their 
forest land-use problems.,It also offers as- 
sistance to wood-using industries in locating, 
processing, and marketing of forest products. 
This is a voluntary program onthe part of the 
woodland owners and timber operators. 


During 1967, the County Forester received 199 
requests for in-field assistance on forestry 
problems. In additionto these, there were 161 
requests for advice on shade tree and other 
land-use problems that were answered by tele- 
phone, mail, or by abrief on-site inspection 
VISIC, 


Over the past decade, there has been a grad- 
ual change in the objectives of the woodland 
owners in the county. Originally the woodland 
owner's main objective was to grow and sell 
timber. Today timber production is often aminor 
objective, withthe primary objectives becoming 
that of owning land for protection of open 
Space, recreation, and land speculation. The 
degree and type of timber management must be 
compatible with the major objectives; thus, 
the County Forester must recognize the over- 
all land-use potentials of any given woodlot

and help the landowner coordinate his own ob- 
jectives with the woodland potentials. 


Following are some of the accomplishments of 
the Strafford County program for the fiscal 
year 1967:

Prior site suitability was determined for 
67,000 trees planted in the county this 
year. 


Desirable forest trees---white pine, hem- 
lock, white birch, and red oak were re- 
leased by removing weed trees, such as gray 
birch, on 369 acres. 


One hundred six woodland owners carried 
out one or more good forestry practices 
on their land. 


This year 1,4545000 board feet of timber 
were harvested according to good conser- 
vation cutting practices. 


Date was prepared for the RAD Committee, 
to be used by the local beautification 
committees. This work included the co-auth- 
oring of a bulletin on trees and shrubs 
used in Natural Beauty projects through- 
out the state. 


On private woodlands, 8000 feet of per- 
manent woods roads were laid out for fire 
control. 


There exists a good relationship among 
timber operators, consultant foresters, and 
state and federal agencies promoting for- 
estry in the county. 


Assistance was given the cities of Rochester 


and Dover in developing and carrying out 
a shade tree planting program. 
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County woodland owners desiring assistance 
should contact the Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice, Federal Office Building, 62 South Main 
Street, Rochester.
